HE greatest assumption of which 
man is capable is the claim that 
he can forgive sins. The Jews accused 
Christ of blasphemy when He said to 
the man sick of the palsy, ‘‘Son, thy 
sins are forgiven thee.’’ They knew 
that only God could forgive sins. The 
Lord, seeing their hearts, gave them an 
object lesson in restoring the man to 
health of body as well as cleansing his 
soul, that they might know what was 
the fulness of His power. 

The pope or priest who claims to be 
another Christ in possessing the power 
on earth to forgive sins, as He did, 
should in like manner restore the sick 
to health and cure the blind. But they 
cannot do this; neither can they for- 
give sins. As a matter of fact few 
priests of experience believe they have 
such power, but the Church teaches it, 
and the people accept the doctrine, to 
their spiritual loss. God alone can 
forgive sins, and He will not only for- 
give all who come to Him in the name 
of Christ, but love, the Father’s love, 
goes with the forgiveness, and this love 
divine begets love in the heart of the 
pardoned sinner. 
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Confess only to Christ. 


The priest of Rome who has heard 
she confession of the penitent sinner says, 
“T absolve thee,’’ but in many cases 
this is a perfunctory duty which is hur- 
riedly discharged. There is no heart in 
it, no. love for the poor sinner. Card- 
inal Manning used to say that his priests 
were nothing better than ‘‘absolving ma- 
chines.’’ It is not strange, therefore, 
that the people who confess to them do 
not grow in grace. Scarcely is one 
confession made when the poor souls 
wish to make another, hoping that peace 
will come tothem. Oh! ifthey would 
only confess to the Lord Jesus in sin- 
cerity of heart they would have the 
certainty that their sins were forgiven. 

‘The blood of Jesus Christ cleanseth 
from all sin.’’ All power is given unto 
Him in heaven and on earth for the 
redemption of the soul, and whosoever 
shall call upon the name of the Lord 
shall be saved. When the Roman Ca- 
tholics read the Bible and learn the 
truth they will not need the priests.

Government. The well-informed writer 
in the New York 7ribune—‘‘Ex.At- 
tache’’— whom we quote at considerable 
length, says on this point : ‘‘ It is prob- 
able that the Roman Catholic missions, 
presenting their demands for damages 
through the Pope, will kave them more 
speedily granted than the Protestant 
missions, which intrust their claims to 
their respective Governments.”’

Rome Losing—Protestantism Gaining. 


The Christian religion elevates man- 
kind by regenerating the heart and 
establishing a higher order in the affairs 
of the world. Christianity and the pro- 
gress of the human race go hand in hand. 
This cannot be said of the Roman Cath- 
olic system of religion, and consequent - 
ly it is losing ground while the Chris- 
tian religion is gaining in every country 
of the world. In a laudatory article 
on ‘‘ Leo XIII. and the Next Pope,’’ a 
writer in the Oxtlook for September 1 
comes to the following conclusion : 

‘* The Roman Catholic Church stands 
in absolute contradiction with the move- 
ments of modern thought, and hence, 
also, with Protestantism, which has 
found and which follows an entire 
union and an entire reconciliation be- 
tween religion and liberty, between 
faith and science. The election of a 
new Pope will have, therefore, for the 
Protestant Church, importance, but now 
only a relative importance. Hence- 


forth Protestantism is strong enough to 
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hold its head up against the aggressions 
of Roman Catholicism in every field of 
social activity. During the nineteenth 
century the Roman Church has lost 
ground, while, on the other hand, 
Protestantism has been continually de- 


veloping, even in Roman Catholic 
countries.’’ 





Rome Can be Beaten. 


A Christian gentleman of this city, a 
dear friend and supporter of this work, 
in calling attention to the article in the 
Outlook of September ist, from which 
the preceding extract is taken, writes 
as follows: ‘‘ That is a correct view 
of Roman Catholicism in the civilization 
of to-day. I grow less and less in fear 
of its becoming a dangerous factor in 
this country, though every wire may 
be pulled to gain control. The people 
do not want it, and a hot time would 
follow ecclesiastical interference in 
matters of State. You are doing much 
toward keeping people enlightened as 
to the true inwardness of the Roman 
machine.’’ 


We believe, with our correspondent, 
that Rome can and will be beaten in 
this country, but on two conditions: 

First. That Protestants should be 
true to their faith and principles, fully 
appreciating their privileges as citizens 
of the greatest country in the world, 
and remembering the hole from which 
they were digged. 

Second. ‘That a sympathetic helping 
hand be stretched forth to the Roman 
Catholics to come out of that Romish 
system as God-fearing, brave men did 
in Reformation times. 

Protestants are the heirs of all the 
ages in the blessings they enjoy; and 
Roman Catholics love liberty like other 
human bsings, if the possibility of ob- 
taining freedom be placed within their 
reach. 

Our friend must not forget—and few 
men in our city are better informed on 





the subject—that in view of the cease 
less activity of the leaders in the Roman 
Catholic Church to obtain supreme con- 
trol in every country, eternal vigilance 
is the price of liberty on the part of 
Protestants. 

Give the Roman Church an inch and 
she will take an ell. As prevention is 
better than cure, opposition in the 
present to the claims of Rome for 
supremacy will obviate the necessity for 
any ‘‘hot time’’ in the future. 

Another friend—a lawyer of this 
city—recently said that, owing to the 
interference of men like Archbishop 
Ireland in political affairs, who strive 
first of all for the glory of their Church, 
seeking every opportunity and putting 
forth every effort to accomplish their 
purpose, disregarding the welfare of 
the State and subordinating its interests 
to those of Roman Catholicism, this 
whole question which was causing such 
irritation to the American people would 
be settled in a summary manner—per- 
haps even by resort to violent means. 
Our answer to him was that which is 
given above to our optimistic friend. 
Indeed, both are optimists, but they 
agree that a stop must be put to Roman 
aggression in this Republic. 


Visit to Europe Postponed. 


The invitation we received from the 
converted priests in Europe and other 
friends who are iuterested in the evan- 
gelization of the Roman Catholics, to 
visit them this year and take part in 
their deliberations and proposals for a 
forward movement, could not be accept- 
ed at present. However much a rest 
from labor is needed anda change of 
occupation is desirable to restore 
strength, it would not be in harmony 
with our wishes to leave Christ’s Mis- 
sion, even fora month, until the debt 
on the building is cancelled. So mrch 
has been done to place the work of the 
Mission on a permanent basis, and the 
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debt is so nearly paid off that it has 
been deemed advisable to postpone the 
visit to those friends until we could 
bear with us the good news that there 
was a Mission in New York for the en- 
lightenment of Roman Catholics and 
their conversion to evangelical Chris- 
tianity free from all debt. If the debt 
be paid this season, we could visit the 
brethren in Europe early next year. 





The Pope Greatly Alarmed. 


As will be seen by reference to his 
letter, which has been said to be the 
highest tribute paid to Protestantism, 
the Pope not only condemns. non- 
Romanist Christians as vile heretics, 
but anathematizes Protestant boarding- 
houses, educational institutions, schools 
for foreign languages and for the im- 
proved education and helping of indi- 
gent families. A ‘‘ wicked design,’’ 
he says, ‘‘lies concealed behind all 
these good institutions.’’ How Pope 
Leo XIII must long for the days of 
old when the Inquisition would have 
cut short the ‘ ‘wicked designs’’ of lead- 
ing the ignorant, the young and the 
poor to a personal knowledge of their 
Saviour. Did it ever occurto his papal 
holiness that if the charitable institu- 
tions of Protestants in Rome are based 
on ‘‘ wicked designs,’’ the Protestant 
institutions in Protestant lands must 
b2 dyed still deeper in wickedness? 
Yet he himself makes sure of the sta- 


bility of his financial resources by in- 


vesting them in Protestant England, 
Germany and the United States. If 
Protestant charities, colleges, schools 
aud boarding houses are wicked, so 
are Protestant stocks, bondsand banks. 


Catholics Must Accept Papal Infallibility. 
Even among intelligent Roman Cath- 
olics there is much vagueness, not to 
say doubt, regarding the scope of papal 
infallidility. The Vatican Council in 


1870 defined that the Pope is infallible 


as a man who directs the whole Catho- 
lic Church. In that capacity he repre- 
sents the person of Peter and is the 
vicar of Christ. Whatever he defines 
to be the true doctrine concerning faith 
or the moral government of the world 
is infallibly true. The Vatican decree 
says that the decisions and definitions 
emanating from the Pope are irreforma- 
ble ‘‘ ex sese,’’? that is, from them- 
selves, on their own account, because 
the Pope saysso. Whoever denies this 
is declared anathema; he is cut off from 
the Church, and unless he makes pro- 
fession to be a believer with his whole 
heart in this doctrine, he will be doomed 
to Hades. 

Take the case of a sinner on his 
death bed ; he must receive absolution 
in order to escape the torments of hell. 
He tells his confessor about murder, 
adulteries, theft, blasphemies and many 
other sins he has committed, and asks 
absolution. The priest says: ‘‘ By the 
power which I possess I can absolve 
you. Is there anything else which 
weighs on your soul ?’’ 

‘‘T have confessed to you, holy 
father, all my sins. It is true that I 
cannot believe in the infallibility of the 
Pope, but I believe in your powers of 
absolution, so you can absolve me of 
my sins, and I will take my chances on 
the infallibility.’’ 

‘‘But,’’ answers the priest, ‘‘that isan 
impossibility. If you wish to enter the 
kingdom of heaven you must first be- 
lieve in, and confess, the truth of the 
Pope’s infallibility. Believe this, my 
man, and I will forgive you alli your 
sins. But if you do not believe this 
doctrine I cannot give you absolution, 
and you will be buried in the abyss of 
hell for all eternity.’’ 

Such is the teaching of the Roman 
Church. Bend your knee to the Pope 
and salvation is yours. Deny the 
Pope’s claims, and eternal daznation 
follows. 
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ROME IN POLITICS. 
Catholics Unite for Action. 


At the annual meeting of the Catholic 
Young Men’s National Union in Brook- 
lyn, September 26, the resolution was 
adopted to form a great federation of all 
the societies of the Roman Catholic 
Church in the United States for political 
purposes. Last spring Bishop McFaul 
of Trenton, N. J., told the Ancient Or- 
der of Hibernians that the Roman Ca- 
tholics of America were fools not to or- 
ganize in one solid mass and make their 
power felt in the politics of this country; 
there were 2,000,000 Roman Catholic 
voters, and if they were united for poli- 
tical action they could make this coun- 
try a Roman Catholic nation. 

This federation has now been formed 
by the following societies : 

The Knights of Columbus, 

The Knights of St. John, 

The Catholic Benevolent Legion, 

The Ancient Order of Hibernians, 

The Irish Catholic Benevolent Union, 

The Irish-American Societies, 

The German-American Societies, 

The Catholic Knights of America, 

The Catholic Total Abstinence Union 
of America; and as the Brooklyn Lag/e 
of September 26, 1900 (from which we 
quote), says: ‘‘ Besides these organiza- 
tions there are scores of others of less 
prominence.’’ 

The federation is formed, says the 
Eagle, ‘‘ for the avowed purpose of in- 
fluencing legislation and securing what 
the Catholics claim are their rights.’’ 

The convention, which met in the 
Park Theatre, Brooklyn, was the larg- 
est gathering in the history of the 
the Young Men’s National Union, and 
it was addressed by leading priests and 
laymen from all parts of the country. 
Father Lavelle, rector of St. Patrick’s 
Cathedral in this city, Monsignor Doane 
of Newark, N. J., Sheriff Buttling of 
Brooklyn, Congressman Fitzgerald of 


Boston, and Father Wall, of the Holy 
Rosary Church, this city, made stirring 
addresses. The latter was elected Presi- 
dent of the Union. 

‘“*The convention,’’ continues the 
Eagle, which is one of the foremost 
metropolitan daily journals, ‘‘unanim- 
ously approved the plan of federation 
and appointed committees to carry it 
into effect. By this means tens of 
thousands of men of the Catholic faith 
will thus be brought under one national 
head, and this stalwart body of men 
will have a strong influence on national 
legislation.’’ The N. Y. Herald and 
other papers had similar reports. 

This is the most important step ever 
taken by the Roman Catholics in the 
United States. They now have New 
York City in their possession, and many 
of the other large cities of our Republic 
are under their control, all, like Tam- 
many Hall, ‘‘ worked for all their worth’’ 
in the interests of the Roman Catholic 
Church, and incidentally for the benefit 
of the workers. ‘‘In politics I work 
for my own pocket all the time,” said 
Richard Croker, the ‘‘Boss’’ of Tam- 
many. He might have added that a 
large share of the municipal plunder 
goes to Roman Catholic institutions. 

Having possession of the cities, the 
Romanists now reach out to gain con- 
trol in national affairs. ‘‘ We must 
make America Catholic,’’ said Arch- 
bishop Ireland at the hundredth anni- 
versary of the establishment of the 
Roman Catholic hierarchy in the United 
States, which was held in Baltimore, 
November 10, 1889. ‘‘ We must make 
America Catholic. As we love our 
Church, it suffices to mention the work 
and our cry shall be, ‘God wills it,’ 
and our hearts shall leap towards it 
with Crusader enthusiasm.’’ He was 
wildly applauded by the eighty bishops 
and one thousand priests and five thous- 
and laymen present. 

‘‘Why should we fear or hesitate ?’’ 
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he continued with glowing fervor and 
proud boasting. ‘‘Wenumber ten mil- 
lions—a powerful army if the forces be 
well marshaled and their latent strength 
be brought into action. Catholics in 
America are loyal to their Church and 
devoted to her leaders. Their labors 
and their victories in the first century 
of their history show what they are cap- 
able of in the coming century when 
they are conscious of their power and 
are under complete hierarchical organi- 
zation.”’ 

And so, even before the century has 
begun, they are preparing by a com- 
plete organization to conquer this coun- 
try and turn it over to the Pope! 

What have the Protestants of America 
to say to this? The subject will be 
discussed in the next issue of THE 
CONVERTED CATHOLIC. Meantime we 
wish to learn the sentiments of our 
readers on this vital question. 





CHRIST’S MISSION SERVICES. 


At the meeting in the chapel of 
Christ’s Mission Sunday evening, Sep- 
tember 23, Pastor O’Connor preached 
on the bright and hopeful view that 
Christians should take of the promises 
oi God. He said: ‘‘There is in every 
being a longing after God. The 
Psalmist says: ‘As the hart panteth 
after the water brooks, so panteth my 
soul after thee, O God. My soul 
thirsteth for God, for the living God.’ 
It was the privilege of everyone to have 
this longing satisfied. It needs but 
a realization of the personal relation of 
the individual to the Heavenly Father. 

‘‘T am never tired of saying that 
wherever there is a human being with 
a repentant mind and a believing 
heart, God is waiting to receive him. 
Christ’s work is to bring man back 
to God. A personal relation of con- 
fidence and love is established between 
the believer and God, and the longing 


of the soul is satisfied. 
Me,’ says Christ, ‘and I will give 
you rest.’ This nature could not do, 
nor pantheism, nor art, nor philosophy, 
nor any of the various forms of heathen 
religions ; nor even Romanism, where 
the soul of the believer is in the grip of 
the priest ; only in Christianity, where 
man is lifted up by the divine power, 
can union with God be established, 
The Christian who knows that this 
personal union is his privilege through 
the finished work of Christ does not 
need priests like those of Rome to come 
between his soul and God.’’ 

In closing the service Pastor O’Con- 
nor referred to the responsibility of all 
Christians to God for His manifold 
blessings, our duty to our ceuntry for 
the freedom we enjoy, and to others, 
less favored, to share with them the 
gifts of God. 

THE DEBT NEARLY PAID. 

He said the outlook for the work of 
Christ’s Mission this season was bright. 
In a short time he hoped to pay off the 
debt on the Mission building, asthrough 
the kindness of friends contributions 
had come during the summer, especially 
from one dear old friend in Indiana, 
that left only $300 now to be made up. 
This amount, with $200 more of float- 
ing debt—interest, repairs and current 
expenses, if received during the next 
month, would suffice to make the Mis- 
sion clear and free of all indebtedness. 
He asked the prayers of all friends for 
the work. 

On Sunday, September 30, Pastor 
O’ Connor after preaching a Gospel ser- 
mon, referred to the organization of 
the Roman Catholics for political action. 
This movement is primarily intended to 
influence voters against the re-election 
of President McKinley, whose action in 
dealing with Catholicsin our new pos- 
sessions the Roman Church has con- 
demned ; and ultimately they will strive 
for the possession of our great country. 


‘Come unto 
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POPE LEO’S FEAR OF PROTESTANTISM. 


SE OPE LEO XIII., alarmed by the 
1G progress of Protestantism in Italy 
and other Roman Catholic countries, 
has issued the following letter of warn- 
ing and condemnation : 

To the Lord Cardinal Peter Respighi, 

Our Vicar General. 

My Lord Cardinal : 

At the beginning of our Pontificate 
we indicated as one of the most deplor- 
able losses that the new order of things 
brought to this capital of the Catholic 
world, the active proselytism of heresy, 
and the great danger to which the faith 
of our people was exposed. By exhor- 
tations, counsels and warnings we put 
the faithful on their guard against the 
many attempts which sects of all kinds 
from foreign places were making here, 
even under the protection of the public 
laws, to spread the poison of negation 
and error among them. 

If, on the one hand, we obtained 
some good results ; on the other hand 
we must confess that the audacity of 
the enemies of the Catholic religion 
being strengthened by the powerful aid 
received from outsiders, the evil, far 
from diminishing, has been increasing, 
especially in these latter times. It is 
necessary then, my Lord Cardinal, to 
return to this painful and important 
subject which is so intimate!y connected 
with the rights and duties of our Apos- 
tolic ministry and with the tender and 
paternal love we bear toward our Roman 
people. 

It is now well known to every one 
from the evidence of facts that the 
design conceived by heretical sects, the 
multiform progeny of Protestantism, is 
to plant the standard of religious dis- 
cord and rebellion in the Peninsula, and 
especially in this holy city, in which 
God Himself established the centre of 
unity which the Popes jealously pre- 


served in spite of the opposition of men 
and the vicissitudes of time. 

After having by means of hostile 
systems uprooted ancient and venerable 
tenets which formed part of the sacred 
deposit of revelation ; after having in- 
fused into the minds of their followers 
the icy breath of doubt, division and 
disbelief, which we regret and deplore 
from the bottom of our heart, the sects 
referred to have entered this chosen 
vineyard of the Lord for the purpose 
of continuing their sad and destructive 
work. Being unable to rely upon the 
force of truth, in order to extinguish 
or at least repress the Catholic faith in 
souls, they take advantage of the de- 
fencelessness of those in tender years, of 
insufficient education, of the hardships 
caused by poverty and of the simplicity 
of many accessible to temptations, at- 
tractions and allurements. 

In face of this state of affairs we deem 
it necessary first of all to declare pub- 
licly, as we have already done on a 
former occasion, how trying is the con- 
dition to which the Head of the Church 
is subject, being compelled to observe 
the free and progressive development 
of heresy in this holy city, from which 
the light of truth and of example ought 
to diffuse itself throughout the world, 
and which ought also to be the respected 
seat of the Vicar of Jesus Christ. As 
the torrent of unsound doctrines and 
depravity poured forth daily with im- 
punity from books, professorial chairs 
and journals was not enough to cor- 
rupt the mind and the heart of the 
people, there remained to be added to 
these causes of perversion the insidious 
work of heretical men who agree in one 
thing only: To insult the Supreme 
Pontifical teaching, the Catholic clergy, 
and the dogmas of our holy religion, of 
which they do not understand the 


- 
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beauty. Thus it is that the faithful 
who crowd to Rome in pilgrimages 
from all regions are profeundly sad- 
dened by seeing this soil, which has 
been watered by the blood of the mar- 
tyrs, invaded by sects of every kind 
solely intent on depriving the people of 
that religion which has even been de- 
clared the religion of the State. 

You will easily understand, my Lord 
Cardinal, how greatly our heart is 
pained at such a state of affairs and 
how earnest is our desire to see adopted 
opportune remedies having the effect, 
if not of completely removing the evil, 
at least of mitigating its gravity and 
unpleasantness. A source of much 
comfort to us in this connection has 
been the foundation of an excellent work 
to which we ourselves gave the inspira- 
tion and impulse—namely, the work 
called the Preservation of the Faith, 
and still more consoling have been the 
satisfactory results which it has begun 
to produce owing to the indefatigable 
zeal of those who carry it on and 
direct it. 

Relying, my Lord Cardinal, on your 
well-known energy, we are anxious 
that this salutary work should be sus- 
tained, strengthened and propagated, 
so that it may become an efficacious 
and ready defence against the danger 
which has been mentioned. It ought 
to receive powerful and constant sup- 
port in the first place from the parochial 
clergy and Catholic laity of this city. 

Let all then consider it a duty to 
strengthen the character of the Catholic 
people, prompting them to noble and 
holy undertakings and at the same time 
warning the careless that under the 
harmless appearances of boarding- 
houses for youth, of educational insti- 
tutions for children, of schools for for- 
eign languages, for improved education 
and for helping indigent families, lies 
concealed the wicked design of instilling 
into people's minds and hearts the ob- 


jectionable maxims of heresy. _ Let all 
the faithful be penetrated by this truth 
that nothing can be greater or more 
precious than that treasure, the faith 
which the Church of Rome possesses 
as the only true Church, the only one 
which has received the promises of 
eternal life. 

We therefore trust that not a single 
Roman will ever, for any self-interested 
reason, separate himself from his most 
tender mother—the Church; and that 
those who promoted the Society of the 
Preservation of the Faith will not rest 
for a moment as long as the eternal 
salvation of a single soul is in danger, 
thus showing that if the enemies of re- 
ligion are more powerful through abund- 
ant riches, they conquer them by the 
fullness of charity. 

Meanwhile, as a pledge of Divine fa- 
vor for the happy accomplishment of 
this most important undertaking, we 
grant the Apostolic Benediction with all 
our heart to you,my Lord Cardinal, to 
the promoters of the pious work, and 
to all who favor it.

Many Catholics Converted. 





Everywhere the Roman Catholic peo- 
ple are turning away from the Papal 
Church. In countries where Romanism 
is the only or dominant influence in the 
lives of the people many are becoming 
infidels or indifferent to all religion. 
They do not know and do not care 
whether they have souls or not, but they 
know that Romanism has not benetited 
them here and it cannot give them any 
assurance of a better life hereafter. But 


wherever the news from heaven con- 
tained in the Gospel is brought to their 
attention large numbers receive it glad- 
ly, and many are converted. The suc- 
cess of the efforts put forth for the 
evangelization of these people should 
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encourage every Christian who has atthe St. James’ Hall the other Sun- 


taken part in the work, whether by 
active labor, prayerful supplication or 
gifts. 

In Germany. 


Many thousands of Catholics have 
become Protestants in Germany the last 
few years. Statistics collected by the 
Ecclesiastical Councii of the Kingdom of 
Prussia, recently published, show that 
during the years from 1880 to 1897 
forty thousand persons left the Roman 
Catholic Church and united with the 
national Protestant Evangelical Church, 
while only four thousand became 
Romanists. In one province, Silesia, 
14,834 Roman Catholics became Protes - 
tants, while only 811 Protestants went 
over to Rome. This explains in part, 
says Le Pretre Converti of Paris in its 
September issue (from which our figure 
are taken), how the Protestants who at 
the beginning of this century were so 
far inferior in numbers to the Catholics, 
now surpass them by several millions. 


In Austria. 

The movement in Austria is popular- 
ly called ‘‘ Away from Rome’’ (Los 
von Rom), and though that country 
has been as bigoted against the Bible 
and Protestants as Spain, the Roman 
Catholic authorities cannot check the 
progress of the work. A picture 
recently printed in Munich entitled, 
‘* The first three fruits of the movement 
Away from Rome in Austria,’’ shows 
three fine churches which have been 
built at Dux, Krammel, and Turn, in 
Bohemia, for the evangelical parishes. 
Altogether there are fifteen new places 
of worship in Bohemia.

The perusal of these letters cannot 
fail to inspire every reader who really 
loves God and His truth, first, with a 
deep and genuine pity for such sincere 
spirits as the writer of the second 
letter ; and second, with a most earnest 
desire to help forward every effort for 
the enlightenment of their souls and 
the deliverance of their minds and 
bodies from the thraldom of Rome. 

LA CANADA, CAL., AUG. 12, 1900. 
Dear Brother O' Connor : 

I enclose a letter which I received 
some time ago from my sister, a nun in 
a convent in the south of France. To 
explain the contents of the letter I would 
say that for several years I corresponded 
with her about once a year. I took 
this opportunity while the way was 
open, to write to her of my personal 
experience of the power and joy of the 
Gospel of God’s grace, setting forth in 
a plain yet Scriptural manner God’s 
way of saving sinners, without how- 
ever making mention of or denouncing 
the teachings of the Romish Church. 
By. and-by they concluded that I had 
forsaken our religion and that I had 
become a heretic. I continued to write 
of the wonderful things I had found in 
the reading of the Holy Scriptures 
which are called the Bible, and how I 


wished that she might be enabled to 
read it too so as to become a partaker 
of the treasure which I had found. 
Finally, in her last letter but one she 
expressed her conviction that I was not 
the writer of the letters that I sent her, 
but that I must be employing a minister 
to write my letters. She said ina dis- 
consolate way : ‘‘ Oh, how I wished to 
get a letter in your own writing!’’ 
After thinking what best to do I wrote 
her an abridged account of my past life 
in America, of my church connections 
in the past, of my humble labors in the 
Gospel and as a school teacher in the 
free States among the freedmen before 
and during the civil war, and of my 
ordination to the regular ministry by a 
council of elders in a poor country 
church of colored people in the State of 
Illinois. 

These statements will enable you to 
better understand the bearing of my 
sister’s letter. If you find anything in 
it which would be profitable for you to 
use, you may do so. Only I think it 
advisable perhaps to withhold her 
family name. When you find it con- 
venient I wish to have the letter sent 
back to me. I thought it would inter- 
est you and those with you to see how 
the Protestant Bible is treated in that 
letter. 1 think also that you will sym- 
pathize with me in the heart grief I 
have endured when I think of a much 
beloved and only sister shut up in one 
of the most secluded and rigorous con- 
vents, the La Trappe, where the Bible 
is not likely ever to come.

On the receipt of your letter of Jan. 
1st, I did not expect such a long time 
to pass without answering it. 


You 
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must know that this delay was in- 
voluntary. We have all had the in- 
fluenza, that dreadful epidemic, which 
lasted a long time and required all our 
efforts to dispel. 

I must tell you, my dear brother, that 
your letter, which I had expected with 
impatience, has caused me greater suf- 
fering than your previous ones. This 
time I was obliged to convince myself 
that your letters are written by your 
own hand and composed by yourself. 
Yet I was not mistaken when I thought 
they came from a Protestant minister. 
Alas, you, my dearly beloved brother, 
are this minister! You would not be- 
lieve how many bitter tears I have 
shed when I learned this sad news, 
which made me lose all hope of seeing 
you return, unless it be by a miracle, 
to the bosom of the only true Church, 
the Catholic Church, outside of which 
there is no salvation. 

You have had not only the misfortune 
to be led into error, and to let others 
abuse your good faith in causing you 
to renounce your religion, which is the 
only gocd, the only true, the only one 
which saves, but, alas! by a still 
greater misfortune, by a deplorable 
error, you preach to others this false 
religion, and thus you become the cause 
of the loss of many souls. 

Ah, would it not be a thousand times 
better if you would never open one of 
those false books which have troubled 
your head and make you misconstrue 
the truth! It would be worth a 
thousand times more to you and your 
poor children, that you perished in 
your ignorance of former days and 
never read this false Bible filled with 
errors which the Protestants would 

have you believe as truths. Errer, false- 
hood, heresy, is what this Bible teaches 
you. How great your misfortune that 
you permitted yourself to be caught ! 
Of what use is it to you that you 
worked so hard, studied so much to

I thank you for having sent 
me your photograph ; it gave me great 
pleasure, but you had never told me 
that you had lost an eye. My health 

also is not what it was. We are getting 
old; soon we shall appear before God 
and we shall be judged according to 
our works.

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ROME IN CHINA. 


N the September CONVERTED 
© Caruo.ic the chief cause of the 
uprising in China was clearly stated. It 
was the decree which the French Min- 
ister wrested from the Imperial Chinese 
Government, granting to the priests of 
the Roman Church official status 
throughout the country. This is con- 
firmed on every side. The following 
is from the London Daily News : 

‘‘ Neither the territorial greed of 
European nations, nor recent floods and 
famine, nor disturbance of geomantic 
influences by mining or railway engi- 
neers, nor yet the preaching of the 
Gospel, was the immediate cause of the 
Boxer rising. The immediate cause 
was opposition to Roman Catholic: 
ism, and the place where the trouble 
began was in Chi-chou, in Pao-ting-fu. 

‘* Upon Missions has been frequently 
laid the responsibility for the Boxer 
rising. Now writers on China, when 
speaking of missions, seldom discrimi- 
nate between the different churches and 
their methods of work. But there are 
two churches at work in China on two 
entirely different lines. The Protestant 
Church knows but one object, the 
preaching of a spiritual Kingdom, and 
in China it is free from all temporal 
aggrandisement. The methods of some 
Protestant missionaries may at times be 
open to criticism ; so are all methods of 
all classes of men at home and abroad. 
But the points such missionaries leave 
open for reasonable attack are few and 
of no serious import. Missionaries 
claim to be nothing more than honest, 
fallible men, who are faithfully endeav- 
oring to nullify the Yellow Peril by 
destroying the heathenism which con- 
stitutes the peril. At any rate, every 
Protestant missionary in China—Eng- 
lish, American, Teuton, or Scandinav- 
jan—works for one object only, the 
conversion of men, not to a nominal 





creed, but to a purified moral and spir 
itual life ; and so strict is the oversight 
in this respect that immoral men, or 
men with impure motives, cannot long 
remain connected with the Church. 

‘* One recent instance will show the 
sincerity of the aims and methods of 
the Protestant Church in China :— 

‘* In the spring of 1899 the Chinese 
Government, weakly yielding to a long- 
continued pressure on the part of the 
French Minister, the recognized pro- 
tector of the Roman Catholic Church, 
at last gave way, and published a de- 
cree granting to the priests of that 
Church official status throughout the 
country. Bishops were appointed to 
rank with Viceroys and Governors, 
ordinary priests with Taotais whose 
jurisdiction reaches over two or more 
large counties. The position thus con- 
ferred upon the priesthood enabled them 
to display a retinue and a pomp greatly 
enhancing their power in the eyes of 
the people. For ages the priests had 
claimed this status, and for ages the 
Chinese Government had refused to 
grant it. At last the pressure became 
too strong, and the status was per- 
mitted. But, knowing well the char- 
acter of the priesthood, and its political 
aims, the Government at the same time 
voluntarily offered similar privileges to 
the Protestant missionaries. A differ- 
ence of opinion immediately arose 
amongst the latter as to the wisdom of 
accepting. So arrogant has the Roman 
Catholic Church become in China, and 
of late so oppressive, even towards the 
native Protestant Christians, that many 
missionaries felt it would safeguard 
Protestant interests, and be for the well- 
being of the country generally if the 
status were accepted. By rejecting it 
they would enhance the position of the 
priests, and place themselves on a lower 
level, with all its concomitant snubbing 
and loss of influence. But to the honor 
of Protestant Missions be it said that 
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in all parts of the field resoiutions were 
passed absolutely declining to accept 
any political status. ‘My Kingdom is 
not of this world.’ The four Bishops 
of the Church of England met and 
earnestly discussed the subject, and 
unanimously resolved that the Church 
of England could not accept the offer of 
the Chinese Government. It was noble 
self-denial on the part of all these men, 
for to have accepted would have given 
them much influence in the Yamens, and 
consequently with the people. The Gov- 
ernment would have preferred that their 
offer be accepted; and had it been 
aware beforehand of such strong sup- 
port from the Protestant Church, its 
hands would have been strengthened in 
resisting the French demards. 

‘‘ Now, it is a fact that the priests in 
China, who are almost solely French, 
Italians, Spanish or Portuguese, make 
their converts largely by the use of their 
influence in the Yamens. To under- 
stand how this can be, it is necessary to 
understand something of Chinese life, 
China is a most litigious country. 
Bribery and corruption, bullying and 
oppression are rife. ‘‘The big fish 
eat the little fish, the tittle fish the 
shrimps, and the shrimps mud,’’ is one 
of their proverbs. And yet this very 
bribery and corruption, strangely 
enough, has a remarkable equalizing 
influence between the rich and the poor. 
If arich man wrongs a poor man, the 
poor man, if of a determined character, 
at once takes his case tothe Yamen—not 
for trial, at least, not yet by any means; 
the Yamen runners see to that. They 
are only too glad to get a rich man into 
their clutches to harry and fleece for 
months before bringing on the case for 
trial, and even then the rich man must 
heavily bribe the judge if he is to ob- 
tain a verdict in his favor. Here is 
where the opportunity of the priest 
comes in. The rich man finds it cheaper 
to join the Church, give a liberal sum 


to its funds, and get the priests to take 
up his case as that of a persecuted 
Christian. He rapidly learns a short 
catechism, is baptised, can still, if he 
wish, continue to worship idols, smoke 
opium, and live as easily as before, and 
need only go to church once or twice a 
year to be assured of further protection 
whenever necessary. Thousands of 
such cases have occurred in China dur- 
ing the last few years. 

‘* Transpose the case, and let it be a 
village rough, who has charge upon 
charge against him in the courts. He 
becomes a Roman Catholic, still pur- 
sues his old conduct, but no one dare 
touch him, because he is under the 
priests’ protection. Last year, at 
Taichow, in the Chekiang province, the 
burden of Roman Catholicism became 
intolerable. The people rose against 
it, and although not a Protestant 
Christian was touched, the Roman 
Catholic church was destroyed, many 
Catholic homes were demolished, and 
the people banded themselves together to 
resist the re-establishment of Roman- 
ism. The result was that at the 
priests’ instigation, thousands of Chi- 
nese troops were drafted into the 
neighborhood, the resistance was 
crushed, and the leaders arrested and 
executed. The principal leader was a 
man much respected in the district ; he 
had no connection with the original 
outbreak, but he stood out against the 
oppression of the priests. Bishop 
Moule, of the Church of England, who 
was brought into contact with this man, 
begged him to desist from his hopeless 
opposition. The man had no objection 
whatever to Christianity, but Bishop 
Moule appealed in vain to the priests 
to extend mercy and compromise the 
matter. 

‘*Case after case of this kind and 
worse could be given. The native 
Catholics throughout China take ad- 
vantage of the Yamen influence to 
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French and Italian priests to overawe 
their neighbors, and it is not surprising 
that at times the people are goaded 
thereby to exasperation. During the 
last three or four years the priests in 
China have been striving tooth and 
nail to obtain adherents, without any 
attempt at conversion to a holier and a 
better life.’’ 

THE POPE ‘‘EMPEROR OF RELIGION.” 

A diplomat, who is evidently a Ro- 
man Catholic, writing in the New York 
Tribune over the signature of ‘‘Ex- 
Attache,’’ in the issue of that paper for 
September 23, 1900, confirms the gen- 
eral statement that the claims and as- 
sumptions of the Roman Catholic 
bishops and priests in China had exas- 
perated the Chinese and were the prim- 
ary cause of the troubles in that coun- 
try. He said: 

‘‘ At the time of the outbreak of the 
recent Boxer insurrection the Roman 
Catholic Church enjoyed altogether 
exceptional advantages in China, and if 
there were certain difficulties (of which 
more anon ) in the way of the mainten- 
ance of a Papal Legation at Peking 
and of a permanent Chinese Embassy 
at Rome accredited to the Vatican, it 
was nevertheless a fact that Leo XIII. 
was treated by the Celestial Govern- 
ment as a full-fledged sovereign. In- 
deed, it may be questioned whether the 
recognition by China of the secular pre- 
tensions of the Papacy was not more 
complete than that conceded by such 
Roman Catholiz Powers as Austria- 
Hungary, France, Spain, Portugal and 
Bavaria, the venerable Pontiff being 
officially known in the Chinese Empire 
by the title of ‘Kiao Hoang,’ that is 
to say, the ‘Emperor of Religion.’ ’’ 

This diplomat says the Roman Ca- 
tholic missions that flourished three 
hundred years ago—‘‘when they at- 
tained the climax of their prosperity 
and development in China, when the 
principal advisers of the Emperor were 


European priests (of whom some 
were intrusted with the direction of the 
astronomical bureau, which was an all- 
important department of the Govern- 
ment), and when many of the highest 
authorities had embraced the Roman 
Catholic religion’? — aroused opposi- 
tion and incurred the hostility of the 
Chinese Government because ‘‘ under 
the auspices of the French Government 
the Roman Catholic missionaries de- 
veloped more and more into political 
agents, thus confirming the Chinese in 
their prejudices and suspicions. In 
course of time the French Government 
assumed the protection, not only of every 
Roman Catholic missionary in China 
irrespective of nationality, but likewise 
put forth a pretension to similar rights 
over all natiyes who had become con- 
verts to Christianity, thus implying that 
the conversion of a native to the Roman 
Catholic religion was sufficient to trans- 
form him zpso facto into a French sub- 
ject, ardas such to exempt him from the 
jurisdiction and authority of the Im- 
perial Government and from the pay- 
ment of native taxes and dues.’’ 

After the overthrow of Napoleon III., 
when a Republican form of govern- 
ment was established in France, the 
Pope sought to revive the former friend- 
ly relations between the Vatican and the 
Chinese Government, and to establish a 
Papal embassy at Peking. To this pro- 
posal the Chinese Government assented; 
‘‘and,’’ continues the diplomat, ‘‘the 
negotiations thus begun were conducted 
with so much discretion and success that 
it was not until an eminent prelate, 
since promoted to the rank of Cardinal, 
was sent out to Peking as Papal Able- 
gate for the purpose of taking all Ro 
man Catholics under his wing and 
superseding the French Protectorate 


that the Paris Government obtained any 
inkling of the scheme.’’ 

This secret and treacherous action 
of the Pope caused M. de Freycinet,

then Premier and Foreign Minister of 
France to address an ultimatum to the 
Vatican threatening to cut off $10,000, - 
000 voted annually to the French clergy 
and to deprive the Roman Catholic 
Church in France of all financial State 
support unless the Papal Ablegate were 
immediately recalled from Peking and 
the projected transfer of the control and 
charge of Roman Catholic interests in 
China from the French Envoy to a 
Papal legation abandoned. 

‘* That closed the affair for the time 
being. The Pope, unwilling to deprive 
the entire parish clergy of France ata 
moment’s notice of the financial help 
from the State, had no alternative but 
to recall his envoy.’’ 

Then the remarkable agreement be- 
tween the Chinese Government and the 
Vatican to which reference has been 
made was enteredinto. ‘‘According to 
the terms of this agreement,’’ continues 
the ‘‘Ex-Attache’’ in the 77zbune, ‘‘the 
Chinese Government recognized and 
authorized the Roman Catholic religion 
as one of the official denominations of 
the empire.’’ In the preamble of the 
convention are found the words: 
‘‘ Churches of the Catholic religion, the 
propagation of which has long been 
authorized by the Imperial Government, 
are now being erected in all the pro- 
vinces in China.’’ The convention 
provides that questions in connection 
with the Roman Catholic missions in 
China shall be settled in an amicable 
manner between the Chinese authorities 
and the heads of the various missionary 
stations, fur which purpose bishops are 
recognized by the terms of the con- 

vention as of equal rank with the 
Governors or Viceroys of Provinces, 
while apostolic vicars, provincials and 
superiors are similarly endowed with 
official status equivalent to that of the 
prefects of towns and of districts. 
Chinese dignitaries, from Viceroys 
downward, are commanded to inter- 


change official courtesies with the 
Roman Catholic bishops and clergy, 
and to do everything in their power to 
arrange affairs amicably with them. 
This convention, in which Leo XIII. 
is described as ‘‘The Emperor of 
Religion,’’ has received the signatures 
of the Pontiff, of the Emperor of China 
and of the Empress Dowager, and like- 
wise of the French Government. 

The Secretary of the Chinese Lega- 
tion in London, Toan Chen, said in an 
article in the London Daily News, re- 
produced by the New York Sun, Sep- 
tember 23, rg00: ‘‘When the first Jesuit 
missionaries went to China they did not 
attempt to meddle with the institutions 
of the country. They taught mathe- 
matics, astronomy and philosophical 
subjects. They were well received and 
made themselves popular with the Em- 
peror, but as soon as they commenced 
to attack the institutions of the country, 
they were ordered to quit.” 

It was the same Jesuit meddling with 
politics in other countries as in China 
that caused them to be expelled even by 
Roman Catholic princes. Wherever 
the Jesuit goes he proves the same un- 
scrupulous, scheming plotter against 
Governments that he cannot rule; and 
when he rules them, he ruins them. 

No further evidence is needed that 
the Roman Catholic missionaries in 
China have used the cloak of religion 
to conceal the political aims of the 
Vatican. ‘The missionaries themselves, 
many of them sincerely devoted to the 
propagation of Christianity, may not 
have been conscious of the part they 
were playing, but the bishops knew well 
what the designs of the cardinals and 
Jesuits were. The poor priests were the 
tools of these wily schemers, who never 
los an opportunity to declare that the 
‘infallible Pope’ or the ‘‘Emperor of 
Religion’ ’as the Chinese designated him, 
has a right to rule all men and all na~ 
tions in temporal as in spiritual affairs.

The transfer of this Conference from 
Niagara Falls to Asbury Park did not 
affect the attendance of the friends who 
are interested in the study of God’s 
Word and the development of history 
as foretold in prophecy. The high 
ground taken at this assembly—God’s 
view of human affairs as revealed in the 
Bible, man’s responsibility under the 
influence of divine grace, the life

SSHRISTIAN people who are inter- 
x ested in the conversion of the 
Roman Catholics live to a good old age. 
Among our subscribers are a goodly 
number who, when writing to us, say, 
‘*T have read THE CONVERTED CATH- 
OLIc almost from the first number, and 
my interest increases as it comes to me 
every month. I shall continue to take 
it while I live, though I am _ past the 
allotted time. The good work you are 
doing cheers meon.’’ Other friends 
say: ‘‘I am now in my eighty-fifth 
year,” or ‘‘in the seventy-fifth,’’ and 
soon. It isa great joy to greet those 
friends who have led active and useful 
lives so many years, and send them 
good news of the progress of this work 
every month. Interest in such a cause 
as this Magazine advocates and the work 
Christ’s Mission is doing is calculated 
to promote health and longevity ; for 
it is a fruitful fieldthat yieldsan abund- 
ant harvest. 

Nothing conduces more to long life 
than work for God in the spirit of 
Christ. Faith is strengthened and in- 
creased by work ; indeed, as the Apos- 
tle James says, faith without works is 
dead. A living faith means a live man 
or woman who is not only content 
with a profession of belief or member- 
ship in a church, but is zealous, active 
and persevering in telling others the 
good news of salvation and bringing 
them into the foldof Christ. Faith is 
a gift, and we are all stewards of God’s 
bounty. His Word will not return unto 
Him void. The most fruitful field of 
Christian work in America to-day is 
that among Catholics. A large num- 
ber of those who are interested in the 
work of Christ’s Mission have been its 
friends and supporters for ten, fifteen 
and twenty years. New friends are 
welcome all the time and are much 


needed to extend the work and increase 
its influence, but the old friends are 
dear to the hearts of the workers who 
have borne the heat and the burden of 
the day (and shared the joys) for 
twenty-one years. There have been 
many difficulties in the way of pro- 
gress, and doubtless the enemy will 


raise up opposition from time to time— . 


for that is his business—but nothing 
like the troubles in China and other 
missionary fields have attended the 
work for the conversion of Catholics. 
A long, useful and happy life awaits 
those who. interest themselves in it. 
Converts from Rome also live long. 
Father Chiniquy was ninety when the 
Lordi called him in January, 1899. 
Father Gavazzi was eighty when he 
departed. Father Hyacinthe Loyson 
has passed his threescore years and ten 
and is still.as hale and vigorous and 
as eloquent as when he filled the church 
of Notre Dame in Paris. - Dr. Miel at 
eighty-three is as cheerful, active and 
useful as when he was fifty. The Rev. 
Dr. Thomas O’Hanlon, president of 
Pennington Seminary in New Jersey 
(formerly a Roman Catholic) directs 
the affairs of his great institution at 
seventy as efficiently as he has done for 
the last forty years. . Another great 
Methodist minister, also a converted 
Catholic, is thus referred to by the 
New York Christian Advocate, June 7, 
1900, in its report of the General Con- 
ference of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, held in Chicago last May : 
‘Dr. John Lanahan, of Baltimore, 
spoke only a few times, and then briefly. 
This is the twelfth General Conference 
of which Dr. Lanahan has been a 
member. He is now over eighty years 
old, but his voice rings out with the 
strength and clearness of a trumpet, 
and made itself heard in every part of 
the vast auditorium. No one of the 
delegates paid closer attention to the 
business before the Conference, and his 
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motions either to amend or lay on the 
table gave evidence of the keen, active 
movements of his mind. The Methodist 
Church is under deep obligations to 
Dr. Lanahan, and his services at this 
session of the General Conference have 
been at times exceedingly valuable.’’ 

Dr. Lanahan is a member of one of 
those old families of Maryland that 
have professed the Catholic faith since 
Lord Baltimore’s time. They are 
not numerots, like the old Catholic 
families in England, but their wealth, 
culture and social standing have given 
them prominence They are altogether 
unlike the Catholicsof New York. or 
indeed, of any other part of the United 
States. Dr. Lanahan’s brother, a lead- 
ing member of the Baltimore bar, like 
Colonel Bonaparte, is still a Roman 
Catholic. 

DEPARTED FRIENDS. 

As might be expected after twenty- 
one years of labor in this work we can 
number many dear friends who have 
been translated. Two of the trustees 
of Christ's Mission, Messrs. D’Orsay 
and Neill, were called away this year. 
Drs. John Hall and Howard Crosby, 
in their time the foremost ministers 
in New York, had always a good word 
to say for this work. It was through 
Dr. Hall's kindness that the first legacy 
came to Christ’s Mission from one of 
his members, who was a converted Ca- 
tholic. Many other influential friends 
who helped this work by their sympathy | 
their prayers aud their gifts have enter- 
ed into the Father’s House. 

Samuel B. Schieffelin. 

In the death of Mr. Samuel- Brad- 
hurst Schieffelin, of this city, on 
September 13, at the venerable age of 
ninety, the Editor of this Maga- 
zine has lost a dear personal friend and 
a wise counsellor in the work of 
Christ’s Mission. From the beginning 
of this work he was interested in it, and 


his spiritual insight, his knowle¢ge of 
God, his devotion to the cause of 
Christ, his wisdom and ripe experience, 
were invaluable in the days of trial and 
struggle. I first met him twenty years 
ago when preaching in an Episcopal 
Church at Madison Avenue and Twenty- 
eighth Street, which had been vacated 
by Dr. Tiffany, whose congregation had 
united with the church at Thirty-eighth 
Street. The Rev. Dr. William T. Sabine 
had been rector of that church pre- 
viously, and left it when the Reformed 
Episcopal Church was established. 

Mr. Schieffelin frequently attended 
the services that we held in the old 
church. On one occasion when a com- 
mittee of three dignified clergymen 
from the Episcopal Church called on 
us to learn if the Reformed Catholic 
work would come under the wing of 
the Episcopal Church, he listened with 
great interest while we explained to the 
gentlemen that we thought it would be 
better to retain the missionary features 
of the work and not make it a denomi- 
national affair. He was greatly pleased 
at the stand taken, ‘‘ though,’’ said he, 
‘** you will have a hard time of it work- 
ing without salary or any certain means 
of support.’’ 

After Mr. Schieffelin’s retirement 
from business years ago he wrote many 
books on religious subjects and compiled 
an excellent Bible Index, and a People’s 
Hymn Book, which is used at the 
services in Christ’s Mission. He 
regularly supplied the Mission with his 
books. He was an elder in Dr. Hall’s 
Church. A member of the highest 
society in _ New York and connected 
with most of the leading families, he was 
a fine type of the best Christian culture. 

Other dear friends of this work re- 
cently deceased were Mrs. Wm. J. 
Edwards, of Youngstown, O., an elect 
lady, aged 83, and Rev. Huntington 
Lyman (Presbyterian) of Cortland, 
N. Y., at the age of ninety-seven. 
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A SOUL’S PILGRIMAGE. 





II. 

HE picture of the Rev. Dr. Charles 
Miel, the former priest and now an 
Episcopal rector in Philadelphia, that 
appeared in the September issue of THE 
CONVERTED CATHOLIC, was equal in 
point of artistic merit to any of the 
illustrations in the best magazines. The 
venerable, sweet face wins the affec- 
tion of the reader and awakens the 
natural desire to peruse his recently 
published biography , ‘‘A Soul’s Pil- 

grimage.’’ 

As charity covereth a multitude of 
sins Dr. Miel extends it to the Jesuits 
in the hope that they may be converted 
from their evil ways. Personally the 
average Jesuit is an amiable and a very 
nice gentleman who makes a good im- 
pression on tender-hearted people, but 
as a society, a corporation, the Jesuits 
are as soulless and unscrupulous as 
the worst of human organizations. 
Liberal Catholics have always had a 
hatred of the Jesuits. Pascal, and the 
Port Royalists in France, and in the 
last generation Montalembert, Lacor- 
daire, Lamennais, and even in our own 
day such men as Cardinal Manning, did 
not conceal their enmity toward the 
famous society. When it is considered 
that to-day Jesuitism is dominant in the 
Roman Catholic Church, and that it 
inspires every Papal act, itis evidently 
true to the idea which created it-— 
strenuous opposition and undying hos- 
tility to Protestant Christianity and to 
all progressive ideas. 

In his chapter on the Jesuits Dr. 
Miel is tender-hearted toward them, 
but he has this to say of them: ‘‘ You 
will find the Jesuit teacher not content 
merely with instructing his charges, 
but before everything else endeavoring 
to win their affection and respect. 
Particularly is this the case with those 


who have the children of Protestants 
under their guidance. The same is 
true of the Ladies of the Sacred Heart, 
whose establishments correspond to 
those of the Jesuits in object and moods 
and are under their direction. Both 
the colleges of the Jesuits and the 
schools of the Sacred Heart are designed, 
not for the poor, but for the children of 
influential parents, who, in time, are 
likely to occupy positions of prominence 
in society. 

‘*'Those who have placed themselves 
under the direction of Jesuits—and 
most Roman Catholics of standiug have 
done so—are destined to act out the 
parts assigned them by a society of 
which the supreme object is the exal- 
tation of the papacy. One can readily 
see to what an extraordinary degree 
this organization is able to carry out 
the ambition of Rome. The Superior- 
General has absolute power over the 
provincials of the order; the provin- 
cials absolute power over the superiors 
of the various establishments, colleges 
or residences ; these superiors in turn 
the same authority over the subordinate 
fathers of their houses; the fathers 
over the faithful who follow their direc- 
tion. 

‘* Thus the Jesuits fulfil their fourth 
vow—that of complete consecration to 
the interests of papal authority. Small 
wonder is it, if Rome treats them as 
its privileged retainers. The Jesuit 
knows no master but Rome, and Rome 
rewards his service with special 
favors.”’ 

Luther went to Rome to find peace of 
heart and mind. He found God's grace 
but not in the throne of the Pope; he 
found it inthe Word of God. ‘‘ If there 
be a hell,’’ said Luther, ‘‘ Rome is built 
over it.’’ 

Dr. Miel also went to Rome to quiet 
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his conscience. Jie gives us the result 
in the following words : 

‘* What do these men do—this multi- 
tude of priests? Do they not see the 
wretched condition of the people—and 
have they no concern for the public 
distress and ignorance and immorality ? 
The dignitaries of the church were 
occupied with other things. Their time 
was taken up with resplendent cere- 
monies. The city seemed wholly given 
up to idolatry and enamored with the 
spectacle of an elaborate worship. It 
was always the same, a wanton display 
of religious pomp and ceremonial with- 
out heart, without devotion, without 
any spiritual reality. 

‘*The feast of the Epiphany found 
me at the Sistine Chapel. What a 
spectacle is that mass in the presence of 
the Pope! The chamberlains grouped 
like dogs at the feet of their masters, the 
cardinals ; the officiating clergy care- 
lessly lolling on the altar steps in their 
sacerdotal vestments. Then that mean- 
ingless series of perfunctory honors, 
kissing of hands, kissing of the feet of 
the Pope. Nothing to remind one that 
this is the House of God. The triple 
pontificial crown everywhere, on the 
walls right and left, at the entrance and 
in the sanctuary, tells the story truly. 
It is not the cross of Christ but the 
crown of the Pontiff that these people 
reverence.”’ 

Before leaving Rome he wrote: 

‘* And now, adieu, Rome ; adieu for- 
ever! Jesus is love ; the Pope is power, 
and, as in his pretended supreme power 
I can no longer see anything but a 
sacrilegious usurpation, to free myself 
from it becomes a sacred duty ; and in 
the name of God, for truth’s sake, that 
duty I perform this ninth day of Janu- 
ary, 1854.’’ 

Besides this volume Dr. Miel has 
written much on subjects relating to 
the Roman Catholic Church. For 
many years he has edited a monthly 


paper in French, L’Avenir. As far 
back as 1855 an article of his appeared 
in The Catholic Layman, a monthly, 
which was published for many years 
by members of the faculty of Trinity 
College, Dublin. 

In that article Dr. Miel says of Popes 
and priests, who arrogate to themselves 
the prerogatives of God in mediation, 
forgiveness of sins, etc.: ‘‘ These are 
the men who claim to have rights over 
the soul, which is the peculiar province 
of God; men who call themselves in- 
fallible, when experience has shown, 
everywhere and always, that human 
beings are subject to illusion and error; 
when the Holy Spirit has revealed to 
us that there is no exception to this— 
‘all men are liars’—men who claim 
for themselves the special attributes 
of God, who wish to make themselves 
equal to the Most High! Was it not 
a crime of this kind that created hell, 
and which has flooded the earth with a 
deluge of evils? Was it not for wish- 
ing to become like God that Adam was 
driven out of the Garden of Eden, and 
that Lucifer was cast out of heaven? 
How much reason have we to fear that 
men of like passions with ourselves 
should be under the influence of the 
same spirit of pride which seduced even 
the angels of God, and man in a state of 
innocence! How we ought to be on 
our guard, and how foolish and criminal 
should we be to yield up all power over 
our souls into the hands of these men ! 

‘*You priests of Rome—you poor 
mortals— pretend to impose your 
authority on my soul without any legiti- 
mate title to this power. Vainly does 
the voice of all ages cry out to you that 
none are permitted to pronounce in their 
own case. Vainly does eternal truth 
consecrate the principle, and herself 
set us the example of it. There exists 
in the world a society of men who, 
despising the voice of ages, exalting 
themselves above the Son of God, re- 
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peat loudly and continually, ‘‘ We have 
witness of ourselves and our witness is 
true. We judge in our own case and 
every soul ought to submit to our 
decisions. Woe to those who refuse ! 
Mahomet appealed for the truth of his 
doctrine to the sword. We appeal for 
the truth of ours to hell. Mahomet 
said : ‘ Believe or I kill thee!’ Some- 
times we say the same, but generally 
do better, and say: ‘ Believe or be 
damned !’”’ 

** What audacity ! 

‘* But there is more than audacity in 
this; there is also profound cunning. 
Rome knows it well. ‘There is nothing 
more likely to make an impression and 
lead men than such an assertion, uttered 
in a form so menacing and absolute. 
And those who are astonished that tue 
adherents of the Romish system should 
be so numerous, prove they understand 
very little of the mystery of human 
nature. 

‘* Question these million subjects of 
Rome ; ask them to give a reason for 
their belief, and I affirm that out of a 
hundred you will find ninety-nine who 
can only answer: ‘I believe what the 
Church tells me, because she says so.’’ 
And they boast of such credulity, and 
represeut it to us as the perfection of 
faith, humility and virtue. Such faith 
is condemned by common sense ; such 
humility is reproved by conscience ; 
such virtue, it is to be feared, will be 
treated as a crime by Him who will 
judge every one of us at the Last Day.’’

Protestants in South America 





In the September CONVERTED CaTH- 
ouic, the Rev. Dr. Thomas B. Wood 
gave a graphic account of the Roman 
opposition to the Gospel in South 
America, and the hopeful outlook in that 
dark continent. Christian burial had 
been denied to converts from Rome, 
who were the chief sufferers in other 


respects, though all Protestants and 
those who have not united with any 
church, and are known as “‘ liberals,’’ 
came under the ban of the Church. 
The sale of Bibles was prohibited, as 
also the solemnization and recording of 
the marriages of Protestants. Gradually 
a slight amelioration is appearing in 
some of these Roman Catholic countries, 
but perfect religious liberty is not yet an 
established fact, as is shown by the fol- 
lowing letter which appeared in the 
London Spectator: 
August 25th, 1900. 

‘Sir :—-A committee was appointed 
in Chicago, April 2, 1894, to direct a 
movement to secure for Protestants in 
the Republics of Peru, Ecuador, and 
Bolivia that same liberty of conscience 
which is enjoyed by Roman Catholics 
in the United States of America. Since 
it commenced its labors, Peru has amend- 
ed its marriage laws, ‘soas to give legal 
status to the non-Catholic and civil 
marriage of aliens within its jurisdic- 
tion.’ President McKinley, in his Mes- 
sage to Congress, of December 5, 1899, 
states that ‘our representative has been 
instructed to use all permissible friendly 
endeavors to induce the Government of 
Bolivia to amend its marriage laws.’ 
This utterance of the President and the 
action of the State Department gave 
great cheer. In Ecuador the.patronato 
law received the approval of the Execu- 
tive, September 27, 1899. ‘The com- 
munications which I have received from 
the Secretary of State indicate an un- 
mistakable progress in the South 
American Republics. To the following 
condition of things in South America 
earnest attention is kindly invited. A 
Protestant Bishop— Bishop Ninde, of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church—de- 
scribing a very recent visit to Peru, 
says: ‘It seems a burning shame that 


in this advanced period the rights of 
conscience are so restricted that no pub- 
lic religious services are permitted 
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outside the Roman Catholic churches. 
I was myself admitted to a prayer meet- 
ing in Callao by a ticket handed me by 
the door-keeper in evidence that the 
meeting was private, and thus not held 
in violation of law.’ Every reader of 
the Spectator who believes that there 
should be accorded to Protestant 
churches in Peru what is cheerfully ac- 
corded to Roman Catholic churches in 
the British Empire and this Republic— 
the right of holding public religious 
services—can help the cause of re- 
ligious liberty most materially. Liberty- 
loving Americans will gladly welcome 
communications advocating for Protest- 
ant churches in Peru the precious right 
that is now denied them. Such com- 
munications addressed to the Rev. John 
Lee, M. A., 57 Washington Street, 
Chicago, Illinois, U. S. A., will be po- 
tent factors in bringing about a new era 
in Peru. Most heartily, indeed, in be- 
half of the Committee that I have served, 
do I express its gratitude to the good 
and great men in the British Isles whose 
letters nobly helped to amend the mar- 
riage laws of Peru, so that the South 
American Republic, as far as these laws 
are concerned, has been brought, to use 
the language of President McKinley, 
‘into harmony with the general practice 
of modern nations.’

ACTION BY OUR GOVERNMENT. 

The missionaries of all denominations 
in South America fully appreciate Mr. 
Lee’s work for religious liberty in that 
spiritually dark continent. He has 
been indefatigable in his efforts to inter- 
est statesmen, military men, clergymen, 
editors and others of influence in the 
cause, and his consecrated labors cannot 
but be successful. Last month he wrote 
to President McKinley asking that the 
kindly offices of the United States Gov- 


ernment should be exercised to secure 
for Protestant Churches in Peru the 
right of holding public religious ser- 
vices. To this he received the follow- 
ing reply :

‘‘No. 57 Washington St., Chicago, Ill. 

‘* Srr:—The President has referred to 
this Department your letter of August 
4th, urging that the influence of this 
Government may be used for the pur- 
pose of obtaining religious tolerance 
in Peru. ; 

‘*In reply I have to say that a copy 
of your letter has been forwarded to the 
United States Minister at Lima, and he 
has been instructed to lose no suitable 
occasion to impress (without appearing 
to trench upon the prerogatives of a 
sovereign State) upon the Peruvian 
Government the great gratification it 
would give the United States, were Peru 
to advance in the path of tolerance 
which is trodden by modern States.

ERATION.”’

N order to deceive Protestants and 
f allay their reasonable suspicions, 
the Roman hierarchy in the United 
States claim to be in favor of civil 
and religious freedom. If you deny 
' this claim, they retort that the very 
first act of religious toleration in the 
United States was passed by the Mary- 
land Legislative Assembly of Roman 
Catholics in the early days of that col- 
ony—about 1649. How shall Protes- 
tants make further reply? 

In the first place, it is never safe to 
take any historical statement as true 
which originates with a Romanist, be- 
cause it isa fundamental principle in 
that Church, that a lie favorivg their 
‘‘holy church’’ is better than a truth 
that is prejudicial thereto. Thus papal 
historians have put themselves beyond 
the pale of credibility. Roman Catho- 
lic historians have made the statement 
that papists were the first to graut re- 
ligious liberty in the United States, and 
Protestant historians have trustingly 
copied the same without carefully 
searching the authentic records; and 
thus the falsehood has been believed, 
and is still believed by men who ought 
to know better. 

The only reliable way to write such 
history is to go to the archives and ex- 
amine the original records, as they were 
made and recorded at the time, as was 
done by Froude in his '‘ History of Eng- 
land ani ‘‘ The Divorce of Catherine of 
Aragon’’ from Henry VIII. When 
you read these works so written you 
see the numerous errors into which 
Hume fell, who composed his history 
of England by copying from his prede- 
cessors. 

Even the Rev. James M. King, the 
General Secretary of the ‘‘ National

League for the Protection of American 
Institutions,’’ and author of the now 
famous book, ‘‘Facing the Twentieth 
Century,’’ has been woefully deceived 
by these lying papal historians. ‘‘Fac- 
ing the Twentieth Century’’ is a very 
large work of 640 broad and long pages 
in which I am pleased to admit Dr. 
King has made a marvellous exposure 
of papal ecclesiastico- political doctrines 
and practices ia our Republic—a work 
so instructive and so brimful of useful 
information for all American citizens 
that I sincerely wish it might be wide- 
ly read; and yet he, too, has fallen into 
the same papal error, conceding to the 
Maryland Catholics the glory of hav- 
ing passed the first act of religious 
toleration inthe United Colonies! 

On page 220 of Dr. King’s book we 
find the following: 

‘* Maryland was the only one of the 
original thirteen States settled by Ro- 
man Catholics; and they constantly re- 
iterate the fact (?) seeking to blind the 
eyes of the present generation to the 
facts of their constant assaults upon re- 
ligious liberty, that the Maryland colony 
declared for religious toleration; while 
the truth is that they conceded religious 
toleration, because in their relation to 
all the colonies they constituted but a 
small minority; and had they held a 
majority in twelve of the thirteen colo- 
nies instead of one, is there any his- 
toric reason for supposing that the tol- 
eration would have been conceded ?’’ 

Now the facts are: First, that there 
never was any Roman Catholic colony 
in Maryland, unless in this one sense, 
that the founder, Lord Baltimore, wasa 
Catholic, not that the colonists were; and 
that the legislators who passed the 
‘* Act of Toleration ’’ were all Protes- 
tants but four; and finally, that these 
four a// voted against the said Act! 

I should trespass too much upon 
your valuable space should I go into 
details, give names, dates and author- 
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ities ; but I am anxious that the people 
should know these facts, and therefore 
I have published the whole account of 
this most interesting aud useful history, 
giving names, dates, details and the 
book and page of the most reliable au- 
thorities in a pamphlet in which it is 
clearly shown that Rome never did, and 
never can, grant religious toleration.

The inaccuracy pointed out in Dr. 
King’s book is common to historians of 
the period referred to. But it is not of 
much consequence. The ‘‘claims’’ of 
Rome to toleration are ludicrous when 
we remember the condition of Roman 
Catholic countries. Louis Veuillot, 
one of the foremost Roman Catholic 
writers in France, said that Roman Ca- 
tholics claimed toleration in Protestant 
countries because it is the principle of 
Protestantism to grant it to all; while 
Catholics denied toleration because that 
is their principle. In all the religious 
relations of Protestants and Catholics 
that is true, and it would be equally true 
in all the other relations of life if the 
Church of Rome could attain the uni- 
versal supremacy, temporal as well as 
spiritual, which she claims as her right. 
Intolerance of any other form of religion 
is essential to the continuance of the 
Roman Church. 

With Mr. Roys we heartily commend 
Dr. King’s book, ‘‘ Facing the Twen- 
tieth Century.’’ Many passages in this 
large volume have previously appeared 
in THE CONVERTED CATHOLIC, and 
doubtless credit will be given in the 
next edition. As an exposure of politi-

Deceiving the Elect.

Romanism is so subtle in its hos- 
tility tothe pure Gospel and to the 
simple Word of God, that even the 
elect of God are deceived by the sys- 
tem; hence it comes to pass that so 
prominent an evangelist as Moody is 
reported as having said that he was 
sorry for his prejudice against the Ro- 
man Catholic Church, and that there 
was no church in the city or in the 
country where the Gospel was preached 
more simply than in many Roman Ca- 
tholic churches. A close examination 
will reveal the fact that neither in many, 
nor in any, Roman Catholic church can 
the Gospel be preached simply. Do you 
ask for proof of this? Let the unwary 
Protestant who supposes that the Gos- 
pel is preached simply in any Roman 
Catholic church because, forsooth, he 
may have heard a Gospel sermon from 
one uf its ministers, apply to that same 
minister as a spiritual adviser, and ask 
‘* What mustI do to be saved?’’ Is 
anyone so ignorant of the dogmas of 
Rome as to suppose that salvation is 
possible without auricular confession to 
a priest? The preacher of a Gospel ser- 
mon will be compelled by the law of the 
Church to tell the anxious inquirer 
that unless he confesses his sins at least 
once a year toa father confessor, he is 
ipso facto under excommunication, 
that is, he is cut off from the body 
of Christ. He is condemned to perdi- 
tion. 
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BISHOP SPALDING’S CONDEMNATION OF JESUITISI1. 


= ISHOP SPALDING, of Peoria, is 
B one of the ablest men in the Roman 
hierarchy of this country. When the 
metropolitan see of St. Louis became 
vacant a few years ago, it was thought 
that he would be nominated Archbishop 
of that city, but his known liberalism 
was an effectual bar. Besides, he had 
not the support of the other so-called 
liberal Roman bishops, namely, Cardi- 
nal Gibbons and Archbishop Ireland. 
These had succeeded in having Bishop 
Keane appointed the first rector of the 
Catholic University, Washington, D.C., 
notwithstanding the fact that it was 
Bishop Spalding alone who had made 
this institution a possibility, by induc- 
ing his cousin, Miss Caldwell, to con- 
tribute $300,000. Last winter Bishop 
Spalding went to Rome as the advocate 
of the Christian Brothers of this country 
against their superiors in France who 
had forbidden the further teaching of 
the classics in their schools. The 
Christian Brothers here were doing the 
work of the colleges, besides the ele- 
mentary teaching in the parochial 
schools, and were thus encroaching 
upon the province of the Jesuits. It is 
a dangerous thing in the Roman Church 
to contravene the Jesuits, and this the 
Christian Brothers learned to their cost. 
They lost their cause and their advocate 
sought his revenge by preaching a 
sermon against ultramontanism or 
extreme and hide-bound views 
of the Jesuits regarding the policy of 
the Roman Church. Like a few other 
liberal prelates and priests Bishop Spald- 
ing resents the prevalence of Jesuitism 
in the councils of his Church. 

In this sermon, which was delivered 
last March in Rome, Bishop Spalding 
said : 

‘* Man’s mind is free, and he has the 

ight to inquire into and learn whatever 


the 


may be investigated and known. It 
the Church is to live and prosper in a 
modern world, Catholics must have not 
only freedom to learn, but also freedom 
to teach. If we isolate ourselves and 
fall out of the highest intellectual and 
moral life of the world around us, we 
shall fatally drift into a position of 
inferiority and lose the power to make 
ourselves heard and understood.”’ 

This has the right ring, and no 
doubt it gives a true picture of Bishop 
Spalding’s own views, but what would 
the Pope say to this? What else did 
Father Zahm and Dr. St. George Mivart 
contend for? Yet the one was placed on 
the Index and the other was excommu- 
nicated, that is, driven from the Roman 
fold. Words may sound well, but there 
is a stubbornness about facts which uo 
well-sounding words can destroy. And 
the facts show that while Spalding’s 
views may find favor with some Roman- 
ists, they are contradicted by the actions 
of the Roman authorities. 

“Is it credible,’’ he asks, ‘‘that if St- 
Thomas of Acquin were now alive he 
would content himself with the philos- 
ophy and science of Aristotle ? 

‘We know vastly more than the 
Alexandrine, Cappadocian and Antio- 
chene doctors, who built the founda- 
tions of theological science, more than 
St. Augustine and St. Jerome; more 
than the great masters of Scholasticism. 

** We have developed a critical and 
historical sense which they had not, and 
which gives the student a clearer view 
of the meaning and contents of Scrip- 
ture, of the development and history of 
the Church, than hitherto it has been 
possible to have.’’ 

These statements must appear as a 
rank heresy to such men as Cardinal 
Satolli, Cardinal Vaughan and the like. 
They are as a sharp axe laid at the root 
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of the Roman foundation of tradition 
and worship of the thirteenth century 
schoolmen. Dispute the quasi-infallible 
statements of any of the great pillars 
of Roman tradition, and how can their 
words be considered as authoritative 
second only to the Word of God itself ? 
And yet this is the authority these 
ancient church doctors enjoy in the 
Roman Church. 

True, one clearly stated experience 
or conviction of a living man is of far 
greater importance than tomes of ser- 
mons, dissertations and theses of men 
who lived six and twelve centuries ago. 
But what is to become of Tradition, the 
one Roman bulwark? Is_ Bishop 
Spalding ready to throw it aside as 
mere rubbish, as it truly is; can he 
induce others to do likewise? Ah, th t 
would be a deed worth a thousand mere 
sermons. It would permit the light 
of the Gospel and the light of reason to 
penetrate the darkness created by super- 
stitious tradition, and the hope would be 
well-founded that the world would wit- 
ness again the days of old, when Chris- 
tianity broke the chains of the old 
paganism ; it would witness a breaking 
asunder of the chains of the Roman 
paganism, which is worse than any 
other curse which ever befell: mankind. 

Continue the good work, Bishop 
Spalding. The root of the Roman evil 
is evidently known to you. Follow 
manfully the path which will open to 
you when the old worn-out traditions 
of Rome shall be removed. God’s 
grace will not be wanting, and you shall 
see the loving Saviour beckoning to the 
repentant sinner without any inter- 
mediary Roman agents. 

‘*'The best education,’’ he says, ‘‘ is 
that which creates within the soul a 
thirst for knowledge and righteous- 
ness. Our young men when they leave 
our schools cease to be self-active, and 
become helpless, because we have not 
inspired them with a divine discontent.’’ 


**One of the five wounds of the 
Church, as Rosmini sees them, is the 
inferior kind of professors to whom we 
intrust the training of those who are to 
be the guides, instructors and models 
of the multitude. Things have hardly 
improved since his day. Those who 
hold chairs in our institutions of learn- 
ing still lack the best pedagogical 
knowledge and skill; still lack thor- 
ough acquaintance with the best philo- 
sophic, theological, scientific and lite- 
rary thought of the age.’’ 

‘* To make the situation worse there 
is a tendency to confine clerical educa- 
tion exclusively to seminaries, the re- 
sult of which must be a lowering ot 
intellectual culture in the priesthood.’’ 

These scathing criticisms and expo- 
sitions of shortcomings are not from the 
pen of a Protestant minister or a former 
Roman priest; they are deliberate state- 
ments of an able Roman bishop who 
knew that his views would be repeated 
all over the world. What is more re- 
markable in this matter is this, that 
one knows not whether to admire most 
the courage displayed by Bishop Spald- 
ing in speaking in such unmistakable 
terms, or heartily to rejoice that the 
weak points of the average education 
in Roman Catholic schools have re- 
ceived such an exposure. 

Many more interesting extracts could 
be made from the bishop’s sermon. 
The following must suffice : 

‘* Place and pomp and ceremony are 
superfluous when great souls live and act. 

‘* To forbid men to think along what- 
ever line is to place one’s self in oppo- 
sition to the deepest and most invincible 
tendency of the civilized world. 

‘* We do not need new devotions and 
new shrines, but a new spirit, newness 
of life, a revivification of faith, hope 
and love, and fresh courage and will to 
lay hold on the sources of power.’’ 

‘* Inthe ever widening domain of the 
British Empire, in the ever-growing 
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territory of the American Republic, 
democracy is triumphant; and in all 
these vast regions, with the exception 
of the Anglican establishment, which 
is an anomaly confined to England, 
there is a separation of Church and 
State, a separation which those who are 
competent to judge recognize as perma- 
nent. There is everywhere freedom to 
write, to publish, to discuss, to orga- 
nize ; and there is nosubject of thought, 
no sphere of action, no interest which 
it is possible to fence about and shut in 
from the all-searching breath of liberty. 
This condition of things exists ; every 
influence maintains and strengthens it ; 
and so far as we are able to see, it does 
not appear that any earthly power can 
change or destroy it. It is a state of 
things English-speaking Catholics ac- 
cept without mental reservation, with- 
out misgivings, without regrets, which 
are alwaysidle ; andthe common rights 
which are ours have stirred in us an 
energy of thought and action which 
has led to triumphs and conquests 
that have not been achieved by Catho- 
lics elsewhere in the wonderful century 
that is now closing.”’ 

Bishop Spalding wants no new devo- 
tions, no new shrines. Will he dare 
attack the existing shrines and devo- 
tions, and denounce them as frauds and 
impostures? They are protected by spe- 
cial bulls and decrees of the Popes, they 
are the best source of income in the 
Roman Church, and he who attacks the 
Roman purse seals his own doom. 

Bishop Spalding praisesand advocates 
the separation of Church and State, 
but Pius IX. maintained the necessity 
of the union of Church and State as 
of vital importance; and Leo XIII. 
has fully endorsed the Syllabus. Can 
Bishop Spalding escape punishment ? 
Will he be permitted to preach the 
American ‘‘ heresy ’’ which caused the 
excommunication of Father McGlynn ? 
The Jesuits will decide these questions. 


The Pope Wrathy. 





HE general work for the evangeli- 
zation of the Roman Catholics in 
our day could not receive a higher in- 
dorsement than the letter of Leo XIII., 
which is published in this issue. He 
says that from the year of his election 
to the papacy in 1878, he has frequently 
called attention to this subject, but that 
in spite of all his efforts the work of 
converting Catholics in every country, 
even in Rome itself, continues to pro- 
gress. It will be remembered that in 
the review of the ‘‘ Life of Father 
Hecker,’’ which brought about the con- 
demnation of the Paulists by the Pope, 
a whole page of the book, ‘‘ Father 
Hecker, Is Hea Saint ?’’ was devoted 
to the work of Christ’s Mission and the 
terrible warning to be derived from the 
success attending it. So in like man- 
ner the Pope is alarmed over the spread 
of Protestant Christianity among Roman 
Catholics, even in Rome itself. Not- 
withstanding his exhortations, counsels 
and warnings to the ‘‘ faithful,’’ what 
he calls heresy is spreading at an alarm- 
ing rate and is even protected by the 
civil laws. 
x 

When the Pope speaks of Christians 
who are not Romanists he does not 
mince matters, but condemns them as 
heretics, the ‘‘ multiform progeny of 
Protestantism, ’’ who have no faith in 
God or in Christ, but the ‘‘ icy breath 
of doubt, division and disbelief.’’ The 
old man in Rome must be commended 
for his plain speaking, unlike our Paul- 
ist friends and Cardinal Gibbons, who 
refer to Protestants as ‘‘ our separated 
brethren,’’ ‘‘ non-Catholics,’’ etc. 

Pope Leo would never sign a letter 
to a Protestant minister, ‘‘ Yours in 
Christ,’’ as Cardinal Gibbons occasion- 
ally does. Perhapsit may be said that 


Cardinal Gibbons is more liberal and 
more charitable than the Pope, but 
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more shame for him if this be the case, 
for he would not dare to proclaim his 
liberalism to the Pope personally ,though 
he thinks he can safely do so behind 
his back. The Pope would never 
acknowledge that there are other Chris- 
tians than those who bend their knee 
before him and confess him as the in- 
fallible teacher. If Gibbons thinks 
there are others, he should be an honest 
man, turn his back on the Pope and 
preach the Gospel. 


Ley 


While Leo XIII. is reviling Pro- 
testants and warning his people against 
them in the last year of the nineteenth 
century, one of his predecessors, another 
infallible Pope, Urban VIII., at the be- 
ginning of the seventeenth century 
issued a formidable decree against them 
known in history as the bull ‘‘ In Coena 
Domini,’’ which is in force to this day. 
It begins as follows : 

‘*On the part of Almighty God, the 
Father, Son and Holy Ghost, by the 
authority of the blessed Apostles Peter 
and Paul, and by our own authority, 
we excommunicate and anathematize, 
all Hussites, Wickliffites, Jutherans, 
Zwinglians, Calvinists, Huguenots, 
Anabaptists, Trinitarians and Apostates 
from the Christian faith, and all other 
heretics, by whatever name they may 
be called, and to whatever sect they 
may belong; and those who belicve 
them, who receive them, their patrons, 
and in general all their defenders ; and 
their books containing heresy or which 
treat of religion ; also those who read 
these books without our authority and 
that of the Apostolic See, or those who 
retain, print or defend them in any way, 
publicly or secretly, under whatever 
pretext or plea. We also excommuni- 
cate and anathematize schismatics, and 
those who pertinaciously withdraw or 
separate themselves from cur obedience 
and that of any Roman Pontiff.”’

It is in the natural order of things 
that many of the Protestants, especially 
clergymen of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church, who follow the example of 
the English ritualists in going over to 
Rome, should now return to Protestant- 
ism, as the latter are doing, and publish

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Priests Forbidden to Marry. 





A beloved clerical friend (A. E. M.) 
writes under date ofJuly 11: ‘‘Can you 
inform me what the Pope did with the 
recommendation of the South American 
bishops that the priests be permitt@d to 
marry? I have never seen anywhere 
what his answer was.”’ 

The information sought for was con- 
tained in the April CoNVERTED CATH- 
OLIC. It was reported that the Pope had 
rescinded the law of celibacy for the 
priests of South America. This was 
contradicted, but, as the New York 
/ndependent, in its issue of March 29, 
1900 (from which we quoted), said, 
certain important facts formed the basis 
of the report, and these were published 
by a leading Catholic member of the 
German Parliament, Wetterle, in his 
Journal de Calmar. ‘‘ From this and 
other sources we learn,’’ says the /nde- 
pendent, ‘‘that in the Council of South 
American bishops, lately convened in 
Rome by Pope Leo XIII., rather start- 
ling statistical reports were furnished on 
the moral status of the clergy in those 
lands. According to these, of the 
18,000 priests there stationed, 3,000 are 
living in regular wedlock, 4,000 are 
living in secret concubinage with their 
‘aunts,’ ‘nieces’ and others in charge 
of the parsonages; and probably 1,500 
maintain illegitimate relations more or 
less openly with women of doubtful 
reputation. In this way the rule of 
celibacy does not hold in the case of 
about one half of the clergy of the Ro - 
man Catholic Church in South America. 
The bishops are actively at work trying 
to reduce this evil, and the ecclesiastical 
authorities in Brazil have began to se- 
cure clergy from the orders in Europe 
to counteract the evil influences of the 
home clergy.”’ 

As we said ‘n our April issue, the 
only comment we care to make on the 
subject is that the bishops themselves 


are ‘‘tarred with the same stick.’’ The 
Pope could abolish the disciplinary rule 
forbidding priests and bishops to marry. 
In this he would be only fulfilling the 
Scripturalinjunction: ‘‘A bishop must 
be the husband of one wife.’’ If legally 
and honorably married, the bishops and 
priests would be happier and better men, 
and there would be more decent women 
in South America—and even in Roman 
Catholic parishes in the United States. 
The evil is a crying one. Martinelli, the 
Delegate at Washington, said in an 
article in Harper's Bazar last February, 
on ‘‘The Celibacy of the Priesthood,’’ 
that it is a disagreeable subject, and we 
agree with him. 





A Priest [larried. 





At Worcester, Mass., On July 9, 
1900, the Rev. M. J. A. Coutlee, a Ro- 
man Catholic priest, was married to 
Miss Georgiana Perrier, a teacher in 
a parochial school in Canada. The 
ceremony was performed by the Rey. 
Arthur St. James, pastor of the French 
Baptist Church in Worcester. 

Mr. Coutlee is a Canadian by birth, 
many members of his family being 
prominent in public life. He was a 
priest for eleven years, a member of the 
Order of the Oblates, and was attached 
to the Sacred Heart Church in Ottawa 
the most aristocratic church in the Do- 
minion, where the members of Parlia- 
ment attend during the session. He met 
his bride last winter for the first time 
while she was a teacher in the parochial 
school, but they did not speak of. their 
mutual affection until last May. 

Marriage is honorable in all, and it 
would be well for other priests in Can- 
ada if they followed Mr. Coutlee’s ex- 
ample and publicly acknowledged the 
ladies they love as their wives.

Concerning the Bible the author 
wisely says: ‘‘ Letevery Roman Cath- 
olic read the Bible carefully and abide 
by the Master’s words, and his experi- 
ence will be just as Christ said—his joy 
will be full.

Archbishop Ireland, who has been in 
Europe for the last six months, and 
kissed the Rope’s toe at Rome, has been 
decorated by President Loubet in Paris, 
and now he expects to be made a Card- 
inal. Buta dispatch to the New York 
Sun, September 29, says: ‘“The pos- 
sible nomination of Archbishop Ireland 
was discussed at Rome, and was strong- 
ly opposed by the Jesuits.’? What 
scheming rogues those Roman ecclesias- 
tics are! The Jesuits are known to all and 
universally condemned, but Gibbons 
and Ireland are no better.
